^ its 3,000,000 trees. The autumo glory of 
American pin oaks, golden poplars, and liqiiJd- 
ambar vies in splendor witli the flowering pnimis 
and apple and peach blossom ol springtime. 

Yet 50 year^ ago there was hardly a tree to be seen in 
what is now the eid^tre of the city.

Tliey'i* best packetl fairly 
tightly together, but make cer- 
tain that there isn't a warped 
disc among them, or it will 
create undue pressure on its 
neighbon. 

If you're forced to store your 
records ' one on top of the 
otlicr, keep them in small piles 
and make certain tl>at they're 
on a Rat surf re.

Before playing a record, wipe 
it over ligndy with a damp linen 
cloth that you keep only for ihit 
purpose. Even the tnost care- 
fully stored records collect tiny 
particle<i of dust, wliich you 
ran see for youj^lf by holding 
the disc tztider a gocid light. 

If iheje aren't retnoved, the 
action of the stylu!^ grinds 
them into the surface, creating 
lasting damage. 

The fmint of the atyius itself 
berotnes dattiaged, too, and 
passc.'i some of this damage on 
to all the other recortls. 

Immediately after playing, 
return the disc id its pbnic 
cuvrr, and replace in the jac- 
IceL 

NEVER leave a tiisc lying 
on the player. 

NEVER attempt to force two 
discs into a single jacket. Tot) 
much pressure will warp x 
record. 

He^t ol any sort will warp 
records, so never leave them ex- 
pxised fa Fimlighr, under a table 
lamp, or near a fire or any 
other wrr of beating. 

Of cour^, all the care in Ihe 
world won't pre.sTrw your 
teeordi if you Iniiisi on playing 
them with a wom.out stylus. 

Generally sp'aVing, a sap- 
phire should be good for somt- 
thing like 40 hours' playing, 
and a dtamcHtd stylus iw about 
an hours. 

Fit^t sign of near tt iiuially 
a distortion of bii^h notes. A 
very batlly worn needle will 
actually juitip grooves. 

Incidentally, never attempt 
to remove fluff from a stylua 
wii'i your fingers. Rriuli it 
frequently with a hrii.di obt^iin-
